with any, either to bang vet oꝛ feaſt, to goſſip oz make merry, as 
they tearme it: Anſomuch þ ſhe was noted by ſome ( though moſt 
vntruelp) to doe it incor tempt and diſdaine of others. Mhen her 
huſband was abzoad in London, o2 elſewhere, there was not the 
deareſt friend ſhe had in the woꝛld Þconld get her abzoad to din ;

ſuch drferts,and w is moze,there was neuer one filthp,vncleane,
